The correspondence signals a possi- 
ble extension of the committee’s 
controvemial . investigation into the 
“Keating Fiv^” senators who inter- * 
vened with federal regulators in behalf 
of Keating after he raised $1.3 million 
for their campaigns. 

It also appears to signal ah attempt 
by ‘Keating to' jpressure the committee 
.into shielding him froin‘ fraud and 
racketeering indictments returned by 
federal grand juries in Phoenix and 
Los Angeles. • • ^ * 

. During its extensive Keating pive 
probe, the committee refused previous 
offers by Keating ^td testify in return 
for immunity. . , ■ 

But Neal this week sought to raise

the stakes, irhplying that only^Keatini 
could correct what Neal cdled “sub- 
• stantial misrepresentations, discrepan- 
cies and errors throughout much of 
the testimony” before the panel. ^ 

The committee concluded its inves- 
tigation last year with severe criticism 
of Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., for 
providing help to Keating that ap- 
. peared linked to political contribu-’ 
tions. It issued milder rebukes to Sens. 
Dennis DeConcini, D-Ariz.; John 
■ McCain, R!-Ariz;; -Donald -Eiegle, 
P-Mich.; John Glenn, D-Ohio. 

The Kasrfck memorandum suggests 
.that a senator or senators assisted 
Keating as he tried to sell Lincoln in a 
desperate ‘attempt to bolster the 


financi^y troubled American Conti- 
nental Corp. of Phoenix, according to 
the Washington official, who spoke on 
.condition of anonymity. . - • . . 

Jhe. Irvine, Calif.-based thrift was 
American Continental’s chief subsid- 
iary. It was seized in April 1989 by 
regulators, ‘who estimate its failure 
will cost taxpayers $2.6 billion. Amer- 
ican Continental is being liquidated. 

Kassick refused to comment Tues-' 
day ‘except to say, “We don’t know 
what’s in the memo, and we don’t 
have the memo.” ' . ' 

Kassick still works for Keating and 
spent much, of last year with himdn 
Los Angeles, where a criminal-fraud 
trial ended with his conviction on 


state securities-fraud charges involv- 
ing the sale of junk bonds. 

His trials on the federal charges are 
to begin in March in Phoenix and in 
- August in Los Angeles. 

Keating also is one of several 
defendants in a $1.2 billion fraud and 
racketeering lawsuit filed by investors 
in American Continental’s stocks and 
bonds. That suit is scheduled for trial 
in Tucson next month. 

" But Neal said in a letter to Judge 
Richard Bilby on Friday that he will 
not be able to represent Keatmg 
.because of ,an insurance company’s 
'refusal to pay for Keating’s defense.

During meetings held periodically during the course of 
the investigation, it was decided to conclude the investigation 
on various Senators. At the final phase of the investigation, 
the only Senator being investigated was Senator ALAN CRANSTON. 
Investigation has met with negative results in proving an agreed 
upon quid pro gu^ between Senator ALAN CRANSTON and CHARLES 
KEATING or his associates.

advised he would 


decline prosecution in this matter due to the fact insufficient 
evidence exists to show an agreed upon quid pro qu0 which is 
required for a Hobbs Act violation.

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On July 9, 1991, a meeting was held at the United 
States Attorney's Office in Los Angeles to discuss the 
investigation. In attendance again were the same individuals who 
attended the April 15, 1991 meeting. 

At the meeting, the evidence to date concerning Senator 
DECONCINI was summarized, reviewed, and discussed. 

It was decided at the July 9, 1991 meeting that there 
was insufficient evidence to charge DECONCINI with a criminal 
violation and that there were no worthwhile leads outstanding. 

Although DECONCINI may have received in excess of $45,000 from 
KEATING and/or his associates, there was no direct evidence to 
link any activities he may have performed directly with the 
contributions. In addition, there was no evidence to suggest 
that there was an agreed upon quid pro que between CHARLES 
KEATING and any of his associates with Senator DECONCINI or any 
of his staff. 

The evidence to date concerning Senator RIEGLE was also 
summarized, reviewed, and discussed. All at the meeting agreed 
that there was insufficient evidence to charge RIEGLE with a 
bribery or receiving a gratuity. There was eviden ce tha t Senator 
RIEGLE organized the April 2, 1987 meeting between] jand the be 

Senators. This appears to have been done within one week after b7c 

KEATING had sponsored a major fund raising event for RIEGLE in 
Detroit which, raised approximately $100,000 for RIEGLE 's 
campaign. Other than the timing, there is no evidence of a 
correlation between the fund’ raiser and RIEGLE 's actions. With 
respect to RIEGLE 's testimony before the Senate Ethics Committee, 
although there was strong evidence that RIEGLE had committed 

perjury regarding his explanation of learning about the funds 

con tributed by KEATI NG, his family and employees. AUSA j j 

and I I stated that the point on which RIEGLE 

apparently gave false testimony was not significant enough to 
justify a perjury charge. 

Therefore at the July 9, 1991 meeting it was decided 
investigation would conclude concerning Senators DECONCINI and 
RIEGLE.

After reviewing the evidence against CRANSTON, the 
attorneys agreed there was not enough evidence to support a 
criminal charge against CRANSTON for receiving a bribe or 
gratuity for receiving compensation in violation of section 203. 

The attorneys did further request investigation to 
continue in order to determine whether CRANSTON had required 
political contributions from other individuals for whom he may 
have performed official acts. The attorneys requested all other 
contributors to CRANSTON'S voter registration projects who 
contributed in excess of $25,000 be interviewed regarding the 
circumstances of their contributions and whether they had any 
matters pending with CRANSTON'S office.

It was anticipated the attorneys would then decline 
prosecution concerning all five Senators. 


Beginning in August of 1991 and continuing through 
December of 1991, approximately 10 to 12 interviews were 
conducted with individuals who had contributed large sums of 
money to the various CRANSTON supported "soft money" groups. 

These groups included voter registration and Get-Out-The-Vote 
efforts. The interviews met with negative results concerning any 
agreed upon quid pro quo between the contributors and Senator 
ALAN CRANSTON.

Details; For information, this investigation is a spin-off of 
the Charles Keating Savings and Loan Investigation, 29D-LA-10029 . 
Allegations were received indicating that the captioned U.S. 
Senators had used their influence in an effort to stop the 
Keating investigation. 

Investigation conducted into the allegations of 
corruption failed in developing a prosecutable case and as a 
result, prosecution of this matter was declined. Prosecutors 
made the request however, that all evidence collected be retained 
until the original Keating case was resolved. 

On 4/6/1999, Keating entered a guilty plea in U.S. 
District Court in connection with the LA investigation. 



On 5/25/1999, and after a r eview of the bulk y evidence 
collected in this investigation, AUSA | made the 

recommendation that 1B(!) be returned to the contributor and that 
all other bulky exhibits be destroyed. A letter has been 
prepared for the return of 1B(1) and an EC prepared requesting 
destruction of all other remaining exhibits .
